Responsive to the Office Action mailed May 23, 2006, please amend the above identified 
application as follows: 



IN THE CLATMS 

Rewrite the claims as indicated in the attached complete listing of claims. 
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REMARKS 

The Office Action mailed May 23, 2006 has been carefiiUy considered. Claims 1 and 5 
have been amended, claims 4 and 12 have been cancelled and new claim 17 has been added. 
The application now contams Claims 1-17. While a new claim was added, the total number of 
claims is still less than 21 and the total number of independent claims is less than 4, so no fee is 
due for the claims. 

Applicant hereby petitions for a three-month extension of time under 37 CFR 1.136. The 
fee for such petition is enclosed. 

In the Office Action, the Examiner rejected claims 1, 3, 8, 10, 11 and 13 under 35 U.S.C. 
§ 102(b) as being anticipated by Singer (U.S. Patent. No. 1,486,695) and rejected claims 2 and 9 
under 35 U.S.C. §103(a) as being unpatentable' over Singer. Claims 4-7, 12 and 14-16 were 
objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but the Examiner indicated they 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. With respect to claim 16, inasmuch as such claim is an 
independent claim, applicant assumes the Examiner meant that such claim was allowable. 

Applicant has amended the claims so as to specifically claim the subject matter deemed 
allowable by the Examiner if rewritten. Specifically, claim 1 has been amended to include the 
limitation of claim 4, and claim 4 has therefore been cancelled. New claim 17 is actually a new 
independent claim including the previously presented claim 1 and the previously presented claim

Given the Examiner's comments relative to claims 4-7, 12, 14-16 and applicant's 
amendment to claim 1, applicant submits that amended claim 1 patentably distinguishes over the

references cited by the Examiner taken alone or in combination. Applicant further submits that 
dependent claims 2-3, 5-11 and 13-15 distinguish over the references of record for the same 
reason as claim 1 (amended), and are therefore also in condition for immediate allowance. 
Claim 16 is presumed to have been allowed by the Examiner. New claim 17 is an independent 
claim that includes the limitations of previously presented claims 1 and 12, and applicant 
submits that such claim is now in condition for immediate allowance for the same reasons as 
claim 1 (amended). 

In lights of the amendments and remarks, applicant respectfully submits that this 
. application, is now in condition for allowance, and an early Notice of Allowance is hereby 
respectfully requested.

1 . (CURRENTLY AMENDED) A presentation display comprising: 
a center panel; 
a left tray; and 

a right tray, wherein the left tray is attached to the center panel with a first flexible hinge 
and the right tray is attached to the center panel with a second flexible hinge, and wherein said 
center panel, said left tray and said right tray are formed from a single piece of material, and 
further wherein said left tray and said right tray are defined by a substantially flat floor panel and 
four walls, including a top wall, bottom wall and two side walls, said walls and panel defining a 
cavity having an opening providing access thereto, and further wherein either the left tray or the 
right tray includes means for attaching a three-dimensional shelf . 

2. (PREVIOUSLY PRESENTED) The presentation display of claim 1 wherein said 
single piece of material is corrugated cardboard. . . 

3. (ORIGINAL) The presentation display of claim 1 wherein the center panel comprises a 

header.

5. (CURRENTLY AMENDED) The presentation display of claim i 4 wherein the means 
for attaching comprises an 'H' cut in the material of the tray and wherein said shelf inckides a 
tab for receiving and retaining said 'H' cut.

7. (ORIGINAL) The presentation display of claim 1 wherein disposed within either the 
left tray or the right tray is a support structure selected from the group consisting of shelves, 
trays and pockets. 

8. (ORIGINAL) The presentation display of claim 1 vvherein the dimensions of the left 
tray and the right tray are approxirnatejy equal, and further wherein the combined width of the 
left tray and right tray is about equal to or less than the width of the center panel. 

9. (ORIGINAL) The presentation display of claim 8 wherein the height of the center 
panel is in the range of 10 inches to 72 inches; the width of the center panel is in the range of 12 
inches to 48 inches; the height of the left and right tray is in the range of 8 to 60 inches; the 
width of the left and right tray is in the range of 6 inches to 24 inches and the depth of the left 
tray and the right tray is in the range of I inch to 6 inches. 

10. (PREVIOUSLY PRESENTED) The presentation display of claim 1 wherein either 
the left tray or the right tray is assembled using an adhesive.'

providing access thereto, wherein adjacent presentation displays are attached by means of a 
stacking tab.

a center panel:

a right tray, wherein the left tray is attached to the center panel with a first flexible hinge 
and the right tray is attached to the center panel with a second flexible hinge, and wherein said 
center panel, said left tray and said right tray are formed from a single piece of materiaL and 
further wherein said left trav and said right tray are defined by a substantially flat floor panel and 
four walls, including a top wall bottom wall and two side walls, said walls and panel defining a 
cavity having an opening providing access thereto, and
